Mb. Chase among the Finani ieh-. — The 
■meeting on Saturday evening at the mansion 
•of Mr. Cisco, the L T . S. Treasurer of the dis- 
trict of New York, between the Secretary of 
the Treasury and the most distinguished liiinn- 
ciers of New Vork, might have been a success 
as a social gathering, but, the Journal of Com- 
merce fears, has not contributed largely to- 
ward the replenishing of the Treasury. Mr. 
Chase opened the interview with a general 
statement of the condition and necessities of 
rthe Finance Department. He said that he 
aUd consulted all the financial talent of the 
•country in the past, yet all the responsibility 
,had rested upon his shoulders, and he had 
borne it to the best of his ability. Necessities 
greater than ever were now upon him, includ- 
ing not only a provision for the payment of 
present dues to the army, but more especially 
the devising of a plan for the management of 
the Government finances in She future. He 
hinted at a great waste of tho public funds 
upon the army, declaring that uo army in I he 
world had ever received so much money for 
tiie same service, and yet their pay was now 
six months in arrears. He did not attempt lo 
ilisguise the magnitude of this crisis, nor the 
necessity for immediate and vigorous measures 
to prevent the most disastrous results. He had 
given bis best thoughts to the subject, and 
nothing had commended itself so fully to his 
judgment as the plan for the establishment of 
n general banking system, with which (he 
public are already familiar.

Bttf" The almost unprecedented snow-storm 
which has raged since last evening, has 
very seriously interfered with the running ar- 
rangements of our Western railroad;. Tho 
train over the Louisville and Frankfort and 
Frankfort and Lexington railroad, which lelt 
this city at half-past, five o'clock this morning, 
and which was due at Lexington at noon, 
had but just arrived at La Grange at half- 
past ten o'clock. At that rate of travel, 
it will, of course, not return to this city from 
Lexington at the usuul hour (his evening. 
The accommouation train from Frankfort, 
due here at nine o'clock this morning, had 
not left Frankfort at noon. The locomotive 
belonging to the accommodation train hud 
crossed the Kentucky river bridge in 
the direction of this city, but bad not 
been able to return to Frankfort for the 
train. Of course our friends of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad, and those 
of the Indiana railroads terminating opposite 
this city are subjected to similar embarrass- 
ments, and we must be content for the time lo 
abandon all ideas of regular mails anil close 
railroad connections. 

The Snow. — We have rarely had such snow 
in this latitude as that which commenced f ill- 
ing after the rain of last evening, and which 
continues to descend at the present writing. It 
has reached a depth of fully 13 inches, and it 
is probable that a considerable depth will be 
added to that which has already fallen. The 
storm has effectually housed for the time the 
greater portion of our city's population, and 
ordinary out-door pursuits have been sus- 
pended. Of course the railroads will be 
blockaded to a great extent, and the tempora- 
ry inconvenience imposed by the storm will 
be seriously felt. The jioor will feel moic 
keenly the deprivations to which tlteir pov- 
erty subjects them, and the soldier on picket 
will sigh for the comforts of home. But the 
merry music of the sleigh-bells will drown to 
many the sad waitings of the poor and lull 
them into forgetfulness of the tribulations of 
the noble fellows who brave the elements and 
breast the storms of battle in our defence.

FORLI'iN GOSSIP. 

A country curate at Baubury, England, has 
planted an oak, in presence of the villagers 
and the school children, iu memory of Prince 
Albert. The curate (Rev. Mr. Yonge) said: 
"This is Prince Allien s Oak, and it is given 
lo the parish forever" — whereupon the people 
said a hearty "Amen," and sang the National 
Anthem, and then dispersed. 

The female convicts in the prison at Perth, 
Scotland, revolted in a body recently. Three 
hundred of them, assembled in the chapel of 
the prison one Sunday afternoon, commenced 
shouting, defied the female wardens, and. 
when the male keepers came in to restore or- 
der, uttered dreadful yells, andlell upon them. 
The keepers fired revolvers over the beads of 
the wretched women to intimidate them, and 
after a while subdued the riot. It is supposed 
that this outbreak was pari of a preconcerted 
scheme to enable the male convicts to over- 
throw their keepers, and set all the convicts, 
both male and female, at liberty. 

Good accounts have reached England from 
the female emigrants who were sent out to 
British Columbia. The Lord Bishop of that 
colony writes that all the women who have 
arrived fouiid situations immediately, and both 
he and Archdeacon Wright are as clamorous 
as "liver Twist for "more." Females aro at 
a premium in that region. 

The Emperor of Austria has just ennobled 
a Hungarian Jew— an unusual act of liberal- 
ity, which creates much comment ia the em- 
pire. 

The proposed final ceremonial at the 
Great Exhibition building in London has been 
relinquished, in consequence of the diflicultv 
of warming the aisles in mid-winter. 

Gunpowder made of paper is the latest nov- 
elly. A letter from Co|>enhagen says that 
the Royal Artillery Board of Denmark has 
just made successful experiments with the new 
material. Common packing paper was in the 
course of ten or fittecn minutes transformed 
into a very powerful kind of gunpowder, and 
a number of shots were fired wild it. 

A new "loot" is reported from India. Some 
inquisitive Englishman, poking about in the 
purlieus of Lucknow, has jutt discovered in 
the possession of a common Kabar, of that 
city, a quantity of jewels valued at thirteen 
lakhs of rupees— about six hundred nud fifty 
thousand dollars. Three of the diamonds 
alone are said to be worth ten lakhs. The 
property is supposed to have been taken out of 
the Kriser BagU during the mutiny. It is now 
in the safe keeping of the British officers— a 
fact which it is, perhaps, unnecessary to add. 

The beautiful marble statue of Eurydice, bv 
M. Nanteuil, which for the last twenty-five 
years has stood in the garden of the Palais 
Royal in Paris, has just been removed, and 
replaced by a copy in bronze. The original 
has been placed in one of the museums, in 
carder lo protect it from the iutlemcLcy of the 
weather. 

Workmen are now engaged in placing in 
the Gothic arcades of the grand frout of Notre 
Dame in Paris the eight remaining statues to 
complete the twenty-eight which stood there 

I iteviously to 1T'.I3, representing the Kiugs of 
France from Clovis down to Philp Augustus. 

A feat of arms is thus reported in the Paris 
Constitutional: "A detachment of fourteen 
French marines in Senegal, under the com- 
mand of a sergeant named Burg, who were 
intrenched in the post of Kaolakh, kept in 
check for fourteen hours and finally repulsed 
a body of live thousand natives, under the 
orders of two desperate chiefs, named Mal a 
and Macodon. When the enemy retired be- 
fore such an heroic resistance, there were 
found lying round the post the bodies of two 
hundred and fifty men and seventy horses. 
The remainder of the army had fled in disor- 
der across the Saloum." 

The present winter is terribly severe in Rus- 
sia. A letter from St. Petersburg says: "In 
the memory of man there has not been such 
a winter as this at St. Petersburg — twenty de- 
grees of cold, the river and the sea locked in 
ice for a long time past, and not a flake of 
snow! Owing to the glassy frost, horses ami 
pedestrians cannot keep a footing upon either 
the road or the pavements. The air is ex- 
tremely dry; we breathe it with difficulty. 
Nervous people are particularly affected by it; 
accordingly, no one stirs out except on busi- 
ness; anil of carriages and prnmenaders there 
are literally uoiie, even at the Nevskia perspec- 
tive, between two aud four iu the afternoon, 
where there is ordinarily a great crowd. ' 

A religious service, commemorative of the 
arrival in Paris of the ashes of Napoleon I., 
was celebrated last month at the Chapel of the 
Invalides in Paris. It was twenty-two years 
that day since the coffin of the Emperor 
arrived from St. Helena. 

Two French authors, MM.Silis and The- 
ophile Gountier, Jr., having written to the 
Archduke Ferdinand Maximilian of Austria 
to request permission to translate into French 
the text of the "Voyage of the Novara round 
the World," the Austrian government has not 
only granted l lie favor solicited, but has also 
offered to supply them at cost price with stere- 
otyped plates of the wood engravings con- 
tained iu the work. 



Col. Bbuce's Devaiitment. — The letters 
which we receive from time to time from 
Clarksville, Tenn., which place is at present 
the headquartets of Col. Bruce, all speak of 
his vigilance, activity, and efficiency. At the 
last accounts he was devoting much of his 
time to the enterprise of foraging for the ben- 
efit of the Army of the Cumberland. He had 
recently forwarded to General Rosecransone 
hundred and seventy-five thousand pounds 
of bacon, and thirty-five hundred barrels of 
flour, and he had remaining in store at Clarks- 
ville seven or eight thousand barrels of Hour 
yet to be forwarded. A few more such officers 
as Colonel Bruce would prove not only the 
salvation of the Commonwealth, but of the 
I'nion. ^ 

Another Batch ok Prisoner's. — The steam- 
er Duke arrived at Evansville on Tuesday 
evening from Green river with 16j rebel pris- 
oners. The Journal says these represent most- 
ly all of the Southern Slates, Tennesseeans 
predominating. They were guarded by a de- 
tachment of the 11th Kentucky, and under 
the immediate command of Col. Hawkins, 
who has the general charge of the prisoners. 
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Alex. Barker, of this city, is under ar- 
rest at Clarksville, Tenn., in the hands of the 
Federal military authorities, 



Paper Stock from Liberia. — We have just 
concluded a commercial treaty with the Li 
berian Republic; and the Liberians claim that 
they are an enterprising people — indeed, they 
have proved so much. They have now an op- 
portunity to benefit us and themselves at the 
same time. We find in a late number of the 
Monrovia Herald a catalogue of articles ex- 
hibited in the World's Fair which just closed 
at London, by the Liberian agents. In this 
list the first six numbers are fibres, described 
as follows: 

No. 1. Bundle of fibre from the trunk of 
the bamboo tree. This fibre is taken from the 
external coating of the tree, and makes the 
strongest cordage of any material known to 
the aborigines; they use it in their snares for 
taking wild animals of the greatest strength. 

No. 2. Bundle of fibre from the leaf of the 
bamboo tree. This fibre is extensively used 
by the natives for finer articles manufactured 
from fibres. 

No. 3. Bundle of fibre from the palm tree — 
the same that produces the nut yielding the 
palm oil. This fibre is taken froui the leaf. 

No. 4. Bundle of pineapple fibre. This fibre 
is Liken Trom the leaf, w hich yields a consid 
erable per ccntage. Wild pineapples cover ex 
tensive fields in Liberia. 

No. 5. Bundle of fibre from the plantain 
tree. 

No. •;. Bundles of American hemp. Grows 
wild near the sea shore, and may be collected 
in any quantity. 

Here are six kinds of vegetable fibres, all 
useful and easily prepared for the paper 
maker. Paper is now very dear; labor is 
abundant and cheap in Liberia, and, once as 
surcd of a remunerative market for a new 
industry, the Liberians can draw on the na- 
tive populatiou back of them for considera- 
ble additions to their laboring force. Let 
thcin use their opportunity — tbey may make 
it a truly golden one. There are ma- 
chines invented aud in successful operation, 
by which every- one of their fibres can be 
quickly prepared for the market; and they 
have onlvOto offer paper-stock to get the high- 
est price for it. Without paper civilization 
would almost stop; it would be peculiarly 
appro;:ii lte could Africa, on the iiorders of 
which civilization now stands, supply us with 
that which we need to make her progress sure 
and rapid. 

Humored lit moral of Com. Wilkes. — The 
N. Y. Times says it is currently reported in 
naval circles in that city that Commodore 
Wilkes has been removed from the command 
of the flying squadron, for having failed to 
obey orders relative to intercepting the Ala- 
bama. Although tajked about in well in 
formed quarters, no definite authority was 
given for the statement,

Roskcrans at M cnFnKBSiiOHO. — The great 
battle ob Wednesday opened early by the sur- 
prise and Crushing of Johuson aud Davis's 
Division. Gen. Kosecrans and staff galloped 
into the field. He had sent reply to McCook's 
application for aid: "Tell Gen. SlcCook 1 will 
help him." In an instant he galloped to the 
lelt aud sent forward Beatty'a brigade. 

The Gcueral directed Colonel Burnett, his 
Chief of Artillery, to post a battery to shell 
the enemy, waitiug to see it done. The Col. 

alloped forward coolly, under fire, and soon 
had Cox's loth Indiana battery lumbering 
toward a commanding points The officer iu 
command wheeled into position at a point ap- 
parently unfavorable for sharp work. The 
General shouted: "On the crest; on the crest 
of the hill." On the crest it went and in live 
minutes the rebels closed their music. 

Sweepiug rapidly across the frout a flight 
of minio balls struck in the midst of the cav- 
alcade. One of them struck Col. Garesche's 
charger fairly in the nostril, and punctured it 
as cleanly as any ring-nosed Durham bull you 
ever saw at a fair. The fiery animal Hung 
his nose ut the sting, scattering his blood uoon 
his master. "Ah! hit, Gareschc.' ' quoth the 
General. "My horse," was the laconic re- 
sponse, and the gallant rider, whose airiness 
had excited the admiration of the army, pushed 
swiftly onward. 

A drop of blood fiercely thrown away by 
the wounded horse crimsoned the cheek of the 
General, aud an hour later it gave rise to ex- 
quisite apprehensions. Some one who saw 
the blood, fancied it was a wound, and it was 
rumored throughout camp that the General 
was hurt. Some of the staff, who bad been 
sent away with orders, ransacked the field and 
hospital to find him. After an hour's torment, 
he was discovered, as usual, in the fore front 
of the battle. Expostulation was in vain. 
His only reply was, "this battle must be won." 

''/ won't Budge an Inch. " — After the rebels 
were gone, he was complimented for hie tenac- 
ity. "Yes," said he, "I suppose you know 
Uragg is a good dog, but Hold -fast is better." 
The lads call him "Old Hold-fast. " They will 
fight for him now, even more gloriously loan 
before. 

[ From the New York Times], 
The silence of Gen. Rosecrans during the 
fight at Murfreesboro, and which occasioned 
so much anxiety here, seems to ha\e resulted 
from his consciousness that the Government 
could give him no aid iu his extremity, and 
that it was not worth bis while lo trouble him- 
self about despatchi s till Ihe fight was over. 
Not dependent on Washington for orders, 
and having no hope of reinforcements, the 
hero of Rich Mountain gave his whole ener- 
ies and thoughts to the work of whipping 
the enemy; and this concentration of ideas 
ami efforts has been rewarded by the most im- 
portant victory of the- war. 

Tuk Bank Statistics. — Tho report of the 
Secretary of .he Treasury on banks sUte3 that 
the returns are incomplete, owing to the non- 
reception of returns from the seceded Slates, 
and from Maryland, Delaware, and Illinois, in 
which Slates no laws exist compelling the 
publication of such returns. The aggregate 
bank circulation of the loyal .Slates was, in 
January, 1802, nearly $24,000,000 less than in 
January, 1861, while the specie reserve was in- 
creased in the sum of $14,500,000, and the de- 
posits in the banks had increased $39,000,000, 
mainly in New Vork, Boston and Philadel- 
phia. 

The number of banks in 1SG2 was 1,49:J, of 
which 311 were in New England; 502 in the 
Uiddle States. Inclnding Maryland; 147 in the 
five Southern Atlantic States; 142 in the five 
Southwestern States, and 192 in the Western 
States. In 1801 there were l,iiol. and in 18G0, 
1,562 banks. In the preceding years the num- 
ber was less than in 18G2. 

The combined capital, as reported, is $419,- 
161,812; the circulation- is $183,.i39,000; de- 
posits, $297,127,000; loans, $047,080,000; 
stocks, $99,000,000; specie, $102,207,000. The 
amount of specie is greater than in any pre- 
ceding year within ten years, excepting in 
1859, when it was $104,538,000. 

Wjuti Plainly. — We have often heard of 
inconveniences and losses arising from loo3e 
and careless superscriptions of important let- 
ters. Post-office clerks are sometimes guilty of 
the same carelessness, producing similar con- 
equentes. The United SlaUs Mail says on 
this matter: 

"This evil was forcibly illustrated recently 
by the blind address given lo an important 
package made up at one distribution office, 
and intended for another. The abbreviation 
'N. V.' was adopted instead of New Vork. 
By accident, Ihe package was bagged to Wash- 
ington, D. C. A clerk in that office, mis- 
taking the marks, no doubt, for N. T., and 
supposing that Nebraska Territory was meant, 
started it off for Chkago, III., for distribution 
to the lar-olf region referred to. At Chicago 
it was turned back for New Vork, aul received 
at this offi 'e more than a week after its origi- 
nal mailing. It would have been here in a 
few hours had the short words New Vork been 
written in full, and but for the mis-sending in 
the first instance to Washington. Many val- 
uable letters thus went astray, causing alarm 
and disappointmeut. One of them contained 
enclosures to the amount of over one hundred 
and twenty-four thousand dollars." 

Aktikiciai. "Siamese Twufs. — A curious 
experiment was lately made at Strasburg to 
effect the union of two animals, so that tbey 
might, to a certain degree, have a life in com- 
mon; producing artificially what nature pro- 
duced spontaneously in the Siamese Twins. 
Two white rats, of the Albino species, were 
selected for the experiment. An incision was 
made on the rinht side of the oue, and on the 
left of the other, engaging Ihe skin aud the 
cellular tissue under it. The surfaces of the two 
wounds w ere kept closely together by sutures 
and bandages till the sixth day, when union 
by the first intention was found to have taken 
place. They Ihen walked side by side, being 
united by a fleshy band. An attempt to poison 
both *jy the mouth of one did not succeed, but 
an injection thrown into the jugular vein ol 
one animal was found to have entered the su- 
perficial femoral veins of the other, showing 
clearly that an intimate vascular union had 
already taken place between thein. This in- 
teresting experiment may have an important 
bearing on restorative surgery. 

The Scez Canal.— Our private letters from 
Egypt state that the opening of the provision- 
al canal as far a? Lake Timsah was celebrated 
on the 18th of November with great ceremo 
ny. At ten o'clock in the morning M.de Les- 
sens, in presence of an immense crowd, gave 
the word, "By command of His Highness Said 
Pacha, Viceroy of Egypt," and the waters of 
the Mediterranean gushed halfway across the 
isthmus. Dinner was served for a party of 
three hundred and fifty guests; aTe Deura was 
performed in the Catholic Church, besides Mo- 
hammedan services in the mosque. The ladies 
who were present as guests were drawn about 
in wagon3 attached to six dromedaries apiece, 
while the men rode on horseback. The Arabs 
amused themselves by catching the sea-fish 
that drifted into unaccustomed places. Iu the 
evening there werej fireworks, illuminations, 
and a ball. A chalet for the accommodation 
of the Viceroy is built at the town on Lake 
Timsah; and, in short, M. de Desseps's favor- 
| itc motto, "aperire terrain gentibus," is begin- 
ning to bo realized. — Boston Advertiser. 



Tun Kkvekenh Lyman Beechek, D. D — Dr. 
Beecher died at his residence in Brooklyn on 
Saturday afternoon last, in the eighty-seventh 
year of his age. His death was not a stir- 
prise, as he had for several months Suffered a 
total extinction of his faculties, so as to be un- 
able to recognize even bis nearest relatives 
The New Vork World thu> briefly alludes to 
the deceased: 

His father was a blacksmith, and a notable 
man of his day; his mother died a few days 
after bis birth, and he was a puny child, not 
expected to live. He grew up, however, on a 
farm ; was sent to college, where he distin- 
guished himself less by scholarship than by 
vigorous iiowers of argument; w is graduated 
in 1797: licensed to preach next year, and in- 
stalled in 1799 pastor of East Hampton, Long 
Island, with a salary of $300 per annum. 

After laboring here industriously for eleven 
years he removed in 1810 to Litchfield, Conn., 
where he took charge of the First Church there. 
He remained here sixteen years, and gained 
great reputation and influence. He was much 
consulted, and was forward in most of the re- 
.1 isiiotts undertakings of the lime, such as the 
Connecticut Missionary Society, the Con- 
necticut Education Society, the American 
Bible Society, and the like. In 1820 great de- 
fections had taken place in the churches in 
li03ton and the neighboring parts of New 
Kngland into Unitarianism, following the lead 
of Dr. Channing and others in sympathy with 
him, and Dr. lb "cher was chosen, out of all 
the clergy of New England, to uphold the 
standard of the ancient Puritan faith against 
Iheir desertion. He was installed over Ihe 
newly established Hanover Street Church, 
Boston, in 1820. 

The church was burned a year afterwards 
and a new church erected in Ilowden street. 
He remained here six years, and those were 
probably the most conspicuous years of his 
life, as crowds attended his ministry ; the fame 
of bis eloquence and logic was wide-spread. 
He was the most peculiar, brilliant, and effect- 
ive orator of his day. In 1832 he removed to 
Cincinnati to take the presidency of Lane 
Theological Seminary, and fill at Ihe same 
time the pulpit of the Second Presbyterian 
Church of that city. In 18.V2 ho returned to 
Boston, and afterwards removed to Brooklyn, 
lie was three limes married, aud was ihe 
father of thirteen children. The children of 
his first wife were Catharine, Edward, Mrs 
Harriet Beecher Stowe, Charles, and Henry 
Ward. During the hut five years Dr. Beecher 
has lived within a stone's throw of his si,,, 
house and church. A biography of Dr. Beecher 
is in course of preparation by his sou Charles. 

Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, at the close of 
his sermon on Sunday morning, referred in 
tremulous and impressive words to the death 
of his father. He said: 

Last night, at 5 o'clock, at the ripe age of 
eighty-seven, my venerated father went to his 
eternal rest. His life was singularly blame- 
less — simple, constant, full of the nobles! 
Christian heroism, faithfulness, aud devotion 
to the cause to which he early consecrat'd his 
powers. Tor about a year and a half hi 
mental condition has been exceedingly feeble 
and childlike. He has been like a traveller 
who had packed his trunk in anticipation of a 
journey, and, expecting every moment to start, 
could not unpack it. But now the long-ex- 
pected journey has been made. He has reached 
the place where, all his mental powers un- 
locked, not ns here on earth, but with every 
faculty brightened and every sense glorified, 
he can employ them as never liefore in tin- 
service of his divine Master. He had long 
been ready lo depart. 

Almost the last sentient act of his life oc- 
curred about two years ago. when, on his re- 
covering from a severe sickness, he called lor 
that fHUiagi." Alter reading a multitude of 
passages, for he was unable to designate the 
particular one he desired, the reader opened, 
by the good providence of God, to these verses : 
Kor I am now rea ly to be offered, and the 
time of my departure is at hand. 1 have 
fjught a good fight: I have finished mycourse; 
I have kept the faith ; henceforth there is laid 
up for me a crown of righteousness, which the 
Lord, the righteous. Judge, shall give unto me 
at that day; and not to me only " — 

They were proceeding to read further, but 
mv lather cried, "Stop I that is not for me! 
This is my testimony; write it down as mine " 
And I think he could use those words as rally 
and as justly as the man that wrote them* 

One of the most touching characteristics of 
his later years was his affectionate remem- 
brance of his early associates in the Christian 
warfare. His heart clung with peculiar ten- 
derness to the memory of Taylor, Evarts, 
Cornelius, and Wisner. He loved them all, but 
especially Taylor. And in his last years, and in 
hisdying hours, his heart turned not to Best n, 
the eene of his brightest! triumphs; not to" 
Brooklyu, where for so many years he has 
lived eo near our beautiful Greenwood, from 
where shall rise so many on the last day, when 
the trumpet shall sound which only they who 
are called shall hear; not even to Litchfield, 
where lies buried the wife of his youth, for 
whom he cherished all the tender affection 
which his loving nature could lavish upon an 
object: but his last request was: "Lay me by 
the side of brother Taylor." And there, in 
the old graveyard at New Haven, shall repose 
side by side the bodies of these two Christian 
soldiers and heroes, until the day when they 
shall rise, glorified and incorruptible, lo dwell 
forever before the face of God in Heaven. 

And may we join them; may our children 
join us; aud, until that bright hour shall be 
declared, may we accept with faith and pa- 
tience, and entire submission to God's will, 
every trouble, and burden, and ill that befalls 
us in this school of affliction. Amen and 
uncn. 

Stock Specclations in New York. — Prob- 
ably there never has been witnessed anything 
in the way of financial or commercial excite- 
ment like that which prevailed in Wall street, 
New Vork, last week. Under the effects of a 
rumor that the Government was in the market 
for a loan, there was a temporary lull on Sat- 
urday morning, and some stocks fell off in 
price, but, when it was ascertained that the 
report was incorrect, prices again went up and 
heavy sales were made. The Herald of Satur- 
day remarks: 

"Bulls and bears have both gone mad, and 
in their frenzy are tilting against and running 
down everyone. The cause of this is the su Men 
and remarkable rise in stocks, some of which 
have gone up as high as from twenty to thirty 
per cent in a couple of days. The epidemic is 
so infectious that the usual channels of busi- 
ness have proved insufficient. New slock 
boards are accordingly being organized at Ihe 
corner of every street, and instead of halt we 
are obliged to publish a whole coin mn of stock 
sales daily. If things go on al this rate, the 
excitement created by the operations of the 
celebrated financier Law, in Paris, will sink 
into insignificance before that agitating our 
own market. In Law's time the women be- 
came just as crazy on this subject as the men, 
and duchesses and grisettes were daily to be 
seen thronging the avenues to Ihe Bourse. We 
are hurrying fast towards the same pitch of 
financial insanity. Unles3 sometbiug occurs 
to check this wild spirit of speculation, we, 
too; may expect lo see our wives and daugh- 
ters tatsant vueue in the temple of Mammon.'' 

Connecticut. — A "I'nion State Conven- 
tion" — not, however, very largely attended, 
though delegates were present from every part 
of the Stale — met at New Haven on the 8th 
instant, and nominated Governor Buckingham 
and the other State officers for re-election. The 
test-vote on ihe nomination for Governor was, 
for Governor Buckingham 51, and for all other 
persons II. He was then unanimously nomi- 
nated. The Convention passed a series of res- 
olutions, in which they affirm it to be the 
duty of all men to stand by the L'niou in this 
houi of its trial; to unite their hearts and 
hands in the earnest and patriotic efforts for 
its maintenance against those who are in arms 
against it; lo sustain with determined resolu- 
tion the President aud his Administration iu 
the most energetic efforts for the prosecution 
of the war and the preservation of the I'nion; 
and, to this end, they invite the co-operation* 
of all men, irrespective of former political as- 
sociations, in sustaining the Administration 
in its efforts to put down treason and restore 
peace and harmony to our distracted country. 
The Republican State Convention of Connecti- 
cut is to meet on the 21st instant. 



The _,ate Col. Garkscue — A correspond 
entof the National Intelligencer thus alludes 
to Col. Garesche : 

Oa one of the days of battle before Murfrees- 
boro, during a critical moment of the conflict. 
Colonel Julius P. Garesche, chief of General 
Rosecrans's staff, was killed. There are things 
connected with the life and character ot this 
gentleman, .ni l with the years of his residence 
in thii city, which make it fitting to allude to 
his le.i'h more at length than we have hcre- 
tolbre done, and, in a few words of special 
reverence to his memory, to call the attention 
of our citizens to the loss thev have suffered 
in his fill. 

Of the high esteem in which he was held by 
the officers of the army nothing need be said. 
The griel' expressed by his companions in the 
service sufficiently attests Iheir appreciation of 
his st ainless character and important services. 
~HTs life in this city, to those who knew him 
best, seemed one continued act of charity. 
Prior to the war, when the duties of the Ad- 
jutant General 3 Office were not so pressing, 
his evening hours were almost invariably de- 
voted to visiting the poor and sick, lie sought 
tor them in their homes, learned the history of 
their lives, ronsuled them in sorrow, and ad- 
ministered to them when in want. He denied 
himself many of Ihe simplest comforts of life 
that h" might be better enabled to alleviate 
the (offerings of the unfortunate. In the ex- 
ercise of his charity he wasat all times delicate 
as a true gentleman, generous as a perfect Chris- 
tian. There are incidents in his life, familiar tola 
few, of such great heroism of virtue as would 
win for him, if widely known, the applause 
of all men. One of these we will relate. He 
lenrned of a family destitute of means and 
smitten with the small-pox. He visited Ihera, 
finding the father beyond hope of recovery 
and one of the children dying. They were 
entirely deserted. Col. Garesche visited I hem 
regularly, obtained'for them tho consolations 
of religion, stood by the bedside of the man 
when death closed his sufferings, and held the 
dying child in bis arms while the priest admin- 
istered baptism. Nor was this all. He went 
to three different undertakers, and each one 
refused to assist him to bury the dead. He 
applied lo the city authorities, and was re- 
ferred to one who conducts pauper funerals. 
He obtained this mau's services, out defrayed, 
the burial expenses himself, lest tho feel- 
ings of the widow should be hurt if her hus- 
band was buried as a pauper at the city ex- 
pense. When one who had a right to remon- 
strate chided him for this exposure of himself 
and his family, this was his simple answer: 
"I felt it to be my duty— I could not help it." 

Ij was. a splendid thing to die as he died, 
suddenly, in the front of battle, in a deadly 
crisis of the day, fighting for a cause most pure 
and true; and it was proper that for such a 
man il ere should be reserved so grand a death. 
Vet in this there was nothing half so greatly 
heroic as the watching by the bedside and at 
the burial of that wretched victim of infection 
and the baptism of lhat smitten child. 

Col. Garesche was Lo r n in Cuba of American 
pirents. He entered West Point at the age of 
sixteen, ami graduated in 1841, at twenty. 
He was married in 1849 to Miss De Laureul, 
of St. Louis. He served some years in Texas, 
and in Mexico during Ihe war. During tbe 
last eight years he has been on duty in this 
city a3 Assistant Adjutant General. Since 
the commencement of the war he has been 
anxious for active service. He declined, how- 
ever, a commission as Brigadier General, not 
wishing lo accept such an appointment nntil 
he had won it on tbe field. He was made 
chief of staff to General Rosecrans, upon tbe 
latter's taking command of the Department of 
the Cumberland, and immediately proceeded 
to the West and entered upon hi3 duties. 

His life in the army was one of work, and 
the services rendered by him since the break- 
ing out of the rebellion have been of the most 
Important character. He was one of the found- 
ers of the Society of St. Vincent of Paul, iu 
this C|ty, and was at the time of his departure 
the president of one of its conferences. He 
was a man of simple, unaffected piety, and un- 
tiring in charitable works. Those who knew 
him from youth never knew of him an evil 
deed or word. His wife and little ones, in their 
u IdorJ bereavement, have the sincere sympa- 
thy of our citizens and of every officer /if 
whatever rank iu tbe army, and also the tears 
of many who, in similar affliction, found in 
him a consoler and a friend. 



The Southern Department. — Having con- 
cluded his labors as presiding officer of the 
Military Commission occupied with examin- 
ing the charges preferred against Genera! Kitz- 
John Porter by .Major-General Pope, General 
Hunter is now in New Vork on his way to as- 
sume command of the Department, in which 
his course has already attracted such wide- 
spread and diversified comment. 

It is stated in Gov. Andrew's message that 
Harvard College has sent into the field four 
hundred and thirty of her sons, more than 
seventeen per cent of the whole number of 
her living alumni; that Amherst, of her un- 
dergraduates and graduates of the last live 
years, has sent one hundred and fifty-nine, and 
lhat Williams College, as nearly as can be 
learned, has given one hundred and eleven of 
her graduates and undergraduates to the army 
of the I'nited States. 



Jlandsome Profits.— The Boston papers men- 
tion that oue capitalist of that city collected 
on New Vcar's day divideuds amouuling to 
nearly one hundred thousand dollars, aud an- 
other who received a dividend from a single 
company of $78,000. 

A dangerous fraud has just lieen discovered 
on the Muscatine branch of the State Bank of 
Illinois in the shape of bills of the denomina- 
tion of $1 altered to $10. The deception is 
extremely well executed, 



Letters to the Boston Journal from the 
blockading fleet off Mobilo say that there is 
no doubt the rebels have obstructed the ship 
channel so as to prevent our light dralt gun- 
IkmLs from passing up to Port t laines without 
coming in range of the guns of Port Morgan. 
The rebel gunboat Morgan is suffering daily 
from desertions to our Heet. Recently a party 
of four escaped in one day. They say that tbe 
Morgan and the Oreloluow called the Florida) 
each mounts ten heavy guns. and there are two 
other vessels, each carrying four guns, within 
the bay. They say also lhat the intention of 
sending any part of their Meet to sea ha3 been 
abandoned, and that they will all slay to as- 
sist in the defence of the city. Late informa- 
tion from private sources indicates that tbe 
attack upon Mobile will not be long delayed. 



Imi'olitenkss in Cut'itcu. — A gentleman, 
with rather a seedy overcoat on, some time ago 
attended a funeral in the fashionable Grace 
Church, New Vork city. He took a promi- 
nent seat, but the ceremonious sexton sent him 
otlMo a free pew near the door. A pompous 
lillle Lieutenant, wearing an elegant new 
uniform, was graciously shown to the eligible 
seat. On the congregation rising at the 
singing of a hymn, Ihe seedy over- 
coat was partially removed, displaying the 
starred shoulder straps of a Mnjor-Ueneral. 
Urgent civilities were pressed on the distin- 
guished officer — prayer books, offers of a bet- 
ter seat, fee.; but Gen. Bauk3 quietly declined 
these fluukey attentions, and concluded his 
devotions in ihefrcepew near the door, having 
egregiously mistaken Grace Church for a 
Christian institution, in the character of some 
of its frequ enters. 

The Tax on (jiueestones — The Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue has decided that 
gravestones aud monuments made to order 
from the raw materials, from plans ordesigns, 
are not manufactures under the excise law, 
and as such are exempt from taxation, pro- 
vided that uo monument or gravestone shall 
be considered as made to order which is 
wrought further than the block or slab before 
tbe older for it is given. 



J'entioa Certificates. — The Government 
has issued the first of the pension certificates 
provided by the recent act of Congress for the 
widowed and dependent mothers of soldiers 
killed in tbe present war. 

Gen. Duryee is to have command of all Ihe 
troops in Baltimore, subject to Gen. Schen' k's 
order.

gi^y l'bo tclc^mpli li*s announced that tliret 
of one tin r stt-'iinu-rs were attacked on Tues- 
day by Wheeler's rebel cavalry, with a bnt- 
le'rv, at Horpeft ShoaU on the Cumlwrlnnd; 
Hml one of (lie three, with two hundred £ick 
und wounded, was fired into, and that her 
men were cultured and paroled; that the two 
oilers, laden with commissary stores, were 
burned; and that the gunboat Sidcll engaged 
the rebels but was captured and destroyed, her 
commander being Ukon prisoner. 

All this seems very discreditable. If our ar- 
rangements were such or our want of arrange- 
mcnU was such that Wheeler's Cavalry could 
get with their artillery to that critical pass in 
the Cumberland Iviver, surely ample provision 
should h u e been made to guard our boats al 
I bit pjint. The Sidell was a most inconsid- 
erable affair to act as a gun-boat. She was 
initially covered with an iron sheathing about 
half an inch thick iutended only to protect 
her gunner3 Irom rille bullets. Of course 
nothing was to be expected but that tie rebel 
artillery even of the smallest calibre would 
L ire her through and through at every lire 
Her capture, attacked as she was, was inevita- 
ble. Six or seven of our boats have 
now been taken on the Cumberland, 
and olli»rs miy be taken before preparations 
will be made to prevent such a result. Pro- 
visions tor the armv cannot at present Ix 
transported from this city by railroad, and, it 
they cannot go up the Cumberland without 
meeting destruction at the hands of prowling 
rebels, no doubt they had better, until safe 
transportation on the Cumberland can be fur- 
nished, be sent by water to Bowling Greet, 
and theuce by rail, provided there can be ant 
adequate protection on the river-route to Cowl- 
ing Green and the land-route the rest of the 
way to Nashville. 

In our opinion, the best security against 
these frequent and destructive dashes of the 
rebel cavalry would be found in the counter 
da>he3 ot the Federal cavalry if we only had 
a competent cavalry force ready and qualified 
for such enterprises. Hut, with a very few 
brilliant exceptions, the inactivity of the Fed- 
eral cavalry has been a scandal to the Federal 
service. Their movements have not been 
worth half the sum paid by the Government 
for the horses they ride. 



Tub Sot riiKiiN Mails.— We doubt whethei 
the Post-offi .e Department understands hovi 
deeply this whole section of country and the 
whole loyal region south of it are sufferinp 
from the breaking up, through a disagreement 
between the Government and the Nashvill 
Railroad Company, of all mail transportation 
upon the routes hitherto accommodated by tin 
Company. Hundreds of cross-routes have ot 
course been accustomed always to receivt 
their entire mails from the railroad and 
branches, so that the discontinuance of mail- 
carrying upon that great thoroughfare leave.- 
tbe loyal portion ol Tennessee and nearly one 
half of Kentucky entirely without mail mat 
ter. (Jeneral Rosecrans, it is true, has sai 
that military letters, &c, muni be carried by 
the railroad; but, in the first place, he can 
offer no compensation whatever to the Com 
piny for the work; in the second place, it 
would be a shame that the Government, 
through its military power, should undertake 
to compel a Company to carry a certain class 
of letters cither without or with compensation 
in the third place, ths Louisville postmaster 
can bear witness that it would be utterly impos 
eible for bini, with any available clerical force 
at ht3 command, to separate the military mail 
matter from other mail matter; and, in the 
lburth place, it would be a grievous hardship 
even if the matter could be separated, that the 
military mails should be got through by mili 
tary compulsion while the whole non-milKary 
people throughout a vast territory were left 
with no mail facilities whatever. We appeal 
to the authorities at Washington to decide 
for themselves and for others whether the 
loyalty of the population of bo large a terri 
tory to their Government would be likely to 
be affected favorably by the long continuance 
of the cruel disadvantages resulting to them 
from such a condition of things. It is very 
true that mail privileges are not among the 
absolute necessaries of life, but a great many 
men, if tbey could not enjoy them in thi 
country, might think it better to live in some 
other. We are not undertaking to argue now 
whether, in the difference between the Depart 
ment and the Company, the former or the lat 
ter was rigJit. Hut the P. M. General certain 
ly should not have permitted the mail-trans 
portation to be discontinued. He was dis 
tinctly and repeatedly informed, that, unles: 
the offer of the Company to do the proposed 
work for $40,000 should be accepted, they 
would not carry the mails after the 1st January 
If, then, be felt that he ought not to pay the 
compensation demanded, and if he found him 
self unable to induce the Company to agree to 
lower terms, he should assuredly have made 
other urrangemcnts lor the performance ot the 
work of his Department instead of permitting 
it to go undone after the first of the year to 
the deep and miserable discomfort of innumer- 
able people. We think he failed to fulfil his 
public obligations, and he ought to endeavor 
to find some means of repairing his grave 
omission as soon as possible. We earnestly 
hope he appreciates the great importance of 
immediate action. Such a great Government 
as ours should not let it depend upon the terms 
offered by a railroad company whether an im- 
mense loyal region of the United States shall 
have mail privileges or not while the laws 
of the United States forbid the carrying of 
mails by private individuals. 

The Railroad Company bad an unquestion- 
able right to demand the compensation they 
did, and we cannot say that we think they de- 
manded too much. We have no advice to 
give as to what they ought to do now, but we 
shall sincerely rejoice, as the people will, if, 
by compromise or through any other means, 
the mails shall be at once restored. Almost 
anything would be better for all parties than 
the present wretched condition of things. 



ftgy-As day after day and week after week 
pass, bringing us nearer to the fourth of March 
and the close of tbe present radical Congress, 
the pulse of the country beats more healthily 
and itn heart throbs more steadily. Since the 
fourth of July, 1861, when the special session 
was convened by the President's proclamation, 
we have had a succession of excitements 
springing from the reign of unreason and the 
ultraism of iU parasites and courtiers, who 
have bowed to its shrine and superciliously 
refused In render that respect and deference to 
the fundamental laws and constitutional re- 
quirements of the nation, which are the very 
essence of public duty and patriotism. The 
record of this Congress will b2 a strange jar- 
gon of inconsistencies, changes, and wild ex- 
jierimento ; its ultra members seem to regard 
the country as a machine, the tenacity of 
which must be subjected to proof and trial, 
and they have therefore been experimenting 
with il, as Capt. Dahlgren does wilh his heavy 
or luam e, Irying larger and larger explosive 
charges to see if they cannot burst it. We 
think the progress of this reign of unrcasun 
culminated last week, during one of the most 
astonishing debates which ever occurred in 
the House of Representatives. It sprung up 
accidentally and quite irrelevantly to the sub- 
ject matter before the House, but that is no un- 
usual thing "in Committee of the Whole on 
the State of the Union," where discussion takes 
as wide a range as could have been desired by 
the philosophers and warriors of that new Ca- 
tonian school who would not be contracted 
by any "pent-up Plica." of parliamentary rules, 
but wanted the whole "boundless continent' 
in all its latitude and longitude. The bill be- 
fore the committee was that m iking executive, 
judicial, and legislative appropriations for the 
fiscal year 1863*4; and the clause upon which 
the sparring debate occurred was an appropri- 
ation for one hundred and twelve thousand 
dollars to defray the expenses of collecting the 
national taxes iu districts now in revolution, 
and where the civil laws cannot be enforced. 
Mr. Stevens of Pennsylvania, who, as Chair- 
man of the Committee of Way s and Means, is 
the recognized parliamentary leader of the 
dominant party in the House, took occasion to 
insinuate that three-fourths of the people of 
Kentucky were in rebellion, and arraigned our 
State for her refusal at the breakiug out of tin 
rebellion to take part iu favor of the Union 
although he acknowledged that she would not 
organize against it. This of course brought 
nearly all the Kentucky members to their feet 
in defence ol their State. Mr. Dunlap showed 
that President Lincoln fully endorsed the "neu- 
trality" of Kentucky, at a time when her most 
devoted patriots believed that it wa9 the 
only effective policy to keep her from being 
engulphed in the surging waves of secession. 
He showed, too, that a large majority of her 
citizens liable to military d,uty were lighting 
the battles of the Union, and that the Stale 
had, on every proper occasion, evinced that 
she was for the Union, first, last, and forever, 
and that she would support the Government 
in all its just requirements to put down the 
rebellion. He protested against the injustice of 
charging Kentucky with any sympathy with 
the insurrection, when she had suffered 80 
much in the maintenance of her loyal position 
ami even now was appealing to Congress to 
allow her to enlist twenty thousand more of 
her son3 to defend tho integrity of the Union. 

Mr. Wadsworth also denied with indignant 
warmth the imputations against the loyalty 
of his State. Mr. Stevens by way of rejoinder 
acknowledged that Kentucky had many loyal 
citizens, but he regretted that she was unable 
to defend herself and save the Northern States 
"the calamity of sending troop3 there to be 
butchered on her soil.'' Mr. Stevens does not 
appear to realize that it would be a greater 
calamity to have the war, with all its horrors, 
carriecWvithin the bouudariesof those Northern 
States, when, in addition to the sufferings of 
theirtightiug men, they would experience what 
Kentucky has so terribly felt in the devasta- 
tion of their hom;3, the pillage of their crop.', 
the insults to their wives and daughters, their 
old men ruthlessly 3hot down or hanged for 
tho crime of loyally, and their children ex- 
posed to all the pangs of famine and the rig- 
ors of the inclement seasons without clothing 
or a roof-tree above their hea Is. Kentucky 
seem9 to have bared her breast in vain, and to 
have exposed herself 03 the buckler of Hie 
North, only to receive ungrateful taunts and 
charges of unfaithfnlne33 in ieturu. It is 
most singular th it the position of the liorder 
Slave States, aud especially that of Kentucky, 
should have been so completely misunderstood. 
Mr. Stevens rises in his place and assert3 that 
"no vote ha3 been taken in the House to sus- 
tain the Administration, or to carry out the 
measures which it dceni3 necessary to put 
down the rebellion, but two classes of mem- 
bers have voted together with great regular- 
ity — one the life-long Democrats, who are 
opposed to tho Administration upon parly 
grounds, and in nine cases out of ten the 
gentlemen from Kentucky, with perhaps one 
exception." With this assertion he appeals 
to the country to know what profes- 
sions made by Kenluckians are worth 
when these votes are all given lo embarrass 
and clog the Administration in measures which 
are necessary to carry on the government, and 
then charges that "such loyalty is worth little 
more than rank secession and treason." Thai 
Mr. Stevens might not be misunderstood 
when making these assertions, he was asked 
by Mr. Yeaman, if he considered the delega- 
tion from Kentucky as in little less than open 
secession and rebellion, what he would say 
concerning that vast multitude of people in his 
own State of Pennsylvania with whom the 
Kentuckian3 kept company. In reply to this, 
Mr. Stevens said that the gentlemen from 
Kentucky were about as loyal, in his judg- 
ment, as Governor Seymour, of New York. 
II • intended this as a sneer, but we regard it 
as a high compliment, if Governor Seymour's 
fidelity to the Union and the Constitution is 
to be tested by tho principles annunciated in 
his recent message to the Legislature of his 
State, a3 it is. Hut in the course of the debate 
to which we are referring there was one noble 
voice raised in defence of the Border States; 
ani Kentucky will long remember Judge 
Thomas, of Massachusetts, for the admirable 
vindication and eulogy which he bestowed 
upon her position and her efforts. We cannot 
condense that portion of the honorable gen- 
tleman's remarks without doing both him and 
his subject injustice, and we therefore append 
it in full. He said: 



ency of their jajsilion in this terrible domestic 
war, they deserve to hold a place in the histo- 
ry of our political literature side by side with 
Webster's immortal vindication of his adopted 
State of Massachusetts, and they were deliver- 
ed by a statesman who is a fit exponent of the 
wisdom of the great defender of the Constitu- 
tion who was his early guide and teacher. 
Those who contend that Kentucky, when 
she disapproves ot the course of tbo Ad- 
ministration, sets hereelf in opposition to 
the government and it lukewarm in support 
of the Union, wilfully and maliciously, or, 
what is equally prejudicial and unfair, igno- 
rantly, mistake her |osition. She is devoted 
to the beat interests of the country and has 
evinced the most unHin' hing patriotism in the 
face of dangers, privations, and invasions 
which would have appalled any hearts not 
conscious of their own integrity and the 
justice of tho cause which they defend- 
ed. She bn.s given an honest, but not a 
blind Support to the Administration of Mr. 
Lincoln; where be has bad the Constitution 
as his guide and attempted to enforce the laws 
of the land her blood and her treasures have 
been lavishly expended. But w hen the Presi- 
dent wauders in devious paths of policy and 
deserts the conservative landmarks, which he 
assured us but a few mouths siucc should be 
his rule of conduct, Kentucky would be un- 
true to herself and a fawning parasite at the 
foot-stool of power were she to remain silent 
and by that silence allow the world to believe 
that she approved or was indifferent to his acts. 
She feels deep regret when she is compelled to 
differ with the Chief Magistrate of the nation, 
but she loves right, truth, and justice beyond 
all other considerations, and if her voice can 
be raised in warning or her influence can be 
exerted to arrest a terrible catastrophe in the 
commission of an unqueslional outrage upon 
the constitutional rights of the citizens of any 
portion of the Confederacy, she would be re 
creant to her proud history, false to her duty, 
nnd ingrate to her position, were she to permit 
the wrong without interposing her most sol- 
emn exhortations nnd warnings. 

We have devoted so much space to a prelim 
inary review of the debate upon which we 
commenced to comment, that we must reserve 
for another day any remarks upon the various 
questions which were tendered lo Mr. Stevens 
and his replies stating his position on im 
portant questions of policy, which will show 
that, if he is the reflex of the sentiment of the 
Republican party, that organi7.ation has no 
single shadow of justification for its course, 
and that it would change the war for the res 
toration of the Union into a desperate, fanati- 
cal, and barbarous crusade not merely against 
the people of the South, whom he does not 
regard as citizens of thi3 Union, bat against 
the institutions of the whole Southern sec 
tion, loyal aud disloyal, which have the most 
solemn guarantees of the Constitution for their 
protection and preservation.

-Secretary Sewar I, in one of his letters 
from the State Department to Mr. Dayton, our 
Minister in France, thinks that the United 
States have a right to expect at least actual 
neutrality from the foreign governments which 
have proclaimed it, and that certain'y France, 
while looking to U to mitigate our war in the 
interest of herself and other friendly nations 
like herself, could not, without protest, see the 
same war prosecuted against us by subscrip- 
tion among the merchants of England. This 
is a home thrust which cannot well be warded 
off, but still there is hardly a nocessity for any 
excitement about this matter. The Secretary 
slated the case plainly, broadly, and fairly 
when he told Mons. Thouvencl, over the 
shoulders of Mr. Dayton, that we are strong 
enough to overcome our domestic enemies, 
with all the aid they can unlawfully obtain 
abroad, and that we are capable of being gen- 
erous to any extent that foreign interest, pas- 
sion, or prejudice shall seek to profit by our 
national misfortunes. This is all right. Let 
the Secretary and hi3 Chief stick to this; but 
in order that they may do so they must drop 
the negro. We ca,n't hold him in our arms 
nnd whip the whole world at the same timo. 
Mr. Seward's prophetic acumen, piercing and 
practised as it is, must enable him to perceive 
without difficulty that some things can't'bc 
done as well as others, 



I have listened quietly, but with great sor- 
row, to the attacks which are often made on 
the Republican side of the House against the 
gentlemen from the Border States. 1 desire to 
say what I have often said, and repeat, witl 
the fullest sense of my responsibility, that, i„ 
fidelity to the Union and the Constitution, and 
every earnest effort to uphold them, there have 
been no truer, nobler, more devoted men than 
these Representatives from the Border States. 
And the great heart of this country to-day 
goes out to meet them and to bless them. It is 
easy in New England, where fortunes are rap- 
idly built up and industry quickened and ma- 
terial prosperity advanced by this war, or in 
New \ ork or in Pennsylvania, to be patriotic 
and loyal and national. These men have 
Blood the touch of fire and the sword. They 
have been tried by suffering. No ties of nat- 
ural affection, no love of kindred, no fear of 
desolation or death has moved them, not even 
your unkindness. And I do not believe that 
it is policy or wisdom to alienate such men 
from us; we should rather grapple them with 
hooks of steel. 

Say what you will, Mr. Chairman, as a 
practical question this war must be fought out 
in the Border States. They constitute the 
battle-ground of this contest to-day, as they 
have been from the beginning of the war. Can 
you hold ilielBorder States to their allegiance? 
f you can, then the final victory is with us 
If you cannot, separation is inevitable i 
hope, therefore, and trust and pray, Mr t 'ii ,i r 
man, that we shall hear no more of these par 
ty discussions ami wrangles, no more re 
Broaches thrown from the one side of the 
House to the other. We have no strength thus 
to fritter away. God knows we need a united 
people to save the Union, trembling even now 
on the very verge ot dissolution; and, there- 
fore, if we cannot agree upon all questions of 
law, if we cannot agree upon all questions of 
policy, let us consent to differ as we best mav 
but with a firm resolve that everything of 
strength, of power, of purpose, of motive of 
will that i3 in us shall combine, concentrate 
converge to save the national integrity the 
national life. ■" 

These are words of truth solemnly nnd ap- 
propriately spoken, and as a defence of the 
loyalty of the Border States and the consist- 



Tiie Memphis Naw Yard. — Several years 
ago the U. S. Government gave tho Memphis 
Navy Yard upon certain conditions to that 
city, but we do not remember what the con 
ditions were. In 1854 or 1858, Memphis, 
anxious for the construction of the Memphis k 
Little Rock Railroad, mortgaged the Navy 
Yard for tho payment of the interest of the 
bonds of that road. The interest was paid 
regularly until a little more than two years 
ago, but nothing has been paid since. 

From the breaking out of the rebellion up 
to the time when our forces took possession of 
Memphis, the Navy Yard, by the authority of 
Memphis and all other rebel authority, wn 
devoted to the rebel service. For this reason 
it should unquestionably be confiscated, but 
of course any loyal citizens, who hold inter- 
ests secured by the mortgage upon it, should 
be duly provided for in the act of confiscation 
We see that the Hon. Horace Maynard, of 
Tennessee, ha3 introduced a resolution upon 
the whole subject in the Lower House of Con 
gress, and we shall be glad to sec it acted on 
promptly. 

But iu order that Members of Congress may 
bo able to act aright, il is probably desirable 
that they have some information whic h ire 
fear that even the loyal DMMUeiB from Ten- 
nessee do not fully possess. We have been 
applied to for fact3 that we are not prepared to 
communicate. We hope, therefore, that our 
friends and the friends of loyalty in Memphis 
and elsewhere will promptly answer in rotters 
to us or to Mr. Maynard or both, certain ques- 
tions. It has been said that the Memphis 
Navy Yard, however valmble as a piece of 
property, is valueless for Navy Yard purposes 
for the reason that there is no water for a dock 
How isthat? What induced the Federal Gov- 
ernment to give it up? What were the espe 
cial modes in which it was used in the rebel 
service before the capture of Memphis by our 
troope? How is it used now >. What are all 
the grounds, particularly specified, that the 
Government would have to reclaim it or treat 
it as property confiscated 

We shall be glad to get prompt responses to 
the3e questions.

I undertake, without being 
in possession of specific knowledge upon that 
subject, to denounce that statement as utterly 
false, and to deny that Governor Robinson or 
Speaker Buckner will do anything like ad 
vising the State of Kenturku to engage in rebel- 
lion, or to occupy an armed position against 
the Government of the United States.

Mr. Stevens. Certainly. 
Mr. Wadsworth. There is another branch 
of that article which needs denial. I enn as- 
sure the gentleman from Pennsylvania that 
Humphrey Marshall is not in the vicinity of 
Mount Sterling. The last I beard from him 
he was one hundred aud seventy miles from 
there, as the crow flies, making tracks on the 
backward road. The last official information 
from Humphrey Marshall was that he was in 
Lexington, drunk, and cursing the State of 
Kentucky because she would not rise like "my 
Maryland."

Mr. St*ven3. No doubt that is true. 
Mr. Wadsworth. A3 to the Lincoln mus- 
kets furnished by General Nelson, they are 
now in the hands of the militia of Kentucky, 
and during the whole summer they have been 
using them in defence of the honor of" Ken- 
tucky and the Union. I could recite numer- 
ous instances where they have done noble and 
effectual service. Those guns have been, I 
presume, in a hundred fights and skirmishes, 
and the correspondent of the Chicago Times, 
or some malignant slanderer who has deceived 
him, had not the slightest foundation for the 
insinuation that those guns have been or were 
to be turned against the Union. There is a 
great mistake prevailing alwut matters in 
Kentucky which should be set right upon this 
floor.

Mr. Stevens. I desire to ask the gentleman 
a question about another p.irtol that article, 
which I hope is false also. I guess it is. I 
would ask him il he RippMC : that if the eman- 
cipation proclamation is enforced, it will affect 
the condition of Kentucky with respect to the 
Union? I mean will il take her out of the 
Union? 

Mr. Wadsworth, It will not take her out 
of the Union. No; by St. Paul! she cannot 
be taken out of the Union by secession and 
abolition combined. [Cries of "Good!" 
'Good !" and suppressed applause.] The guns 
to which that newspaper article alludes are 
there, and have been used to defend us against 
rebellion, and will be, if necessary, ngaiiKt 
abolitionism. As to that proclamation, we 
despise aud laugh at it. Mr. Lincoln himself 
has said that he cannot execute the Constitu- 
tion and laws in that country, and much less 
can he enforce that proclamation. 

Mr. Stevens. I desire now to conclude the 
few remarks I have to make. 

Mr. Wadsworth. I did not rise to make 
these remarks, foreign to the statement I de- 
dred lo present. They were provoked from 
me by the gentleman's question. 

Mr. Stevens. The gentleman s remarks are 
perfectly proper. I do not find fault with 
them. 

Mr. Wadsworth. Let me finish my state- 
in, nt about the conditiou of affairs in Ivtt 
lucky. 

Mr. Stevens. Very well; but 1 
gentleman will be brief. 

Mr. Wadsworth. 1 will be brief. I want 
this House to understand the state of affairs in 
Kentucky, and, until some pregnant facts can 
be brought to disprove my statement, to rely 
upon it, and act upon it, aud forbear the at- 
tacks which have again and again been pre- 
•ipitated upon us from that side of the House. 
The ordnance master of Gen. Bragg reported 
that guns had been supplied lo Iwenly-three 
hundred inhabitants of Kentucky, one-half of 
whom deserted with their guns. To my 
kuowledge, twelve or fifteen hundred of the 
Kentuckians with Humphrey Marshall de- 
serted him on his march out of the State, 
and returned to their homes, where 
they asked to remain, utterly dis- 
gusted with Humphrey Marshall and 
the Southern Confederacy; and to-day, in 
my opinion, there are not live thousand per- 
sons, who were once citizens of Kentucky, in 
the rebel army. On the contrary, if we could 
have any assurance that this Administration, 
and the party now in power, would make the 
Constitution their guide in the conduct of this 
war, the whole population of that Stale would 
support the Government. But I must declare 
that the course pursued by the Administration, 
and particularly by the radical friends of the 
Administration, like the gentleman from Penn- 
sylvania, has done more to weaken the cause 
of the Union in the Stale of Kentucky, and 
throughout, the whole country, North aud 
South, than all the rebel victories that have 
been obtained since the 21ft of July, 1861, 
when the Union cause was stricken down at 
Manasso3. 

Sir, the gentleman well says that we are 
contending with brave mil determined foes, 
and they never can be brought back into the 
fold by the policy of the gentleman. No, sir ; 
France and England may join the United 
States of A merica, and they never can con 
quer the inhabitants of the South if the ne 
groes are to be set free by the military power 
of the Union and incorporated as free com- 
munities in the Southern States. There 
not a man down there but what will resist 
it, as they may well resist it by the I'onsli 
tution itself; not one. Such a proclama- 
tion as that never can be executed. The 
soldiers of Kentucky will not execute it 
The soldiers of other Slates will not execute 
it. May my curse lull it|>on their heads 
if they do! No citizen of Kentucky will lend 
it any countenance, not one in ten thousand 
though gentlemen may stuff the ear of the Ex 
ecutive wilh the contrary story, and deceive 
him to the ruin of the country. The conli 
dence of the* people of Kentucky in the con- 
servatism of the Northern mosses is a greater 
stay to her faith in the restoration and perpe 
tuity of the Union than anything else. They 
believe in it: and they believe the time will 
come when, instead of the people of the North 
following the policy of the gentleman from 
Pennsylvania and adopting bis sentiments and 
declarations, they will more and more learn to 
despise them and trample them under foot, as 
tbey have recently done at the ballot-box. 

Mr. Stevens. 1 hope now the gentleman 
from Kentucky is satisfied, and I must claim 
the lloor.

Tun Snow.— We have rnrely had such snows 
in this latitude ns that which commenced fall- 
ing after the rain of Wednesday, and which 
continues to descend at the present writing. It 
has reached a depth of fully eighteen inches, 
and it is probable that a considerable depth 
will be added to that which has already fallen. 
The storm has effectually boused for the time 
the greater portion of our city's population, 
and ordinary out-door pursuits have been sus- 
pended. Ot course the railroads will be 
blockaded toa great extent, and the temporary 
inconvenience ini|iosed by the storm will be 
seriously felt. The poor will feel more keenly 
the deprivations to which their poverty sub- 
jects them, and the soldier on picket will sigh 
for the comforts of home. But the merry 
music of the sleigh-bells will drown to many 
the sad waitings of the poor and lull them 
into forgetfulness of the tribulations of the 
noble fellows who brave the elements and 
breast the storm of battle in our defence. 

The snow cease 1 at three o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, but commenced to descend again at 
five o'clock, and had fallen without cessation 
until two o'clock this morning. 

The blockade of the Kentucky railroads 
was most effectual. The train which left this 
city for Lexington at the usual hour yester- 
day morning was heard from last night at La- 
grange, twenty-eight miles from the city, and 
the accommodation train, due from Frankfort 
yesterday morning, had not left Frankfort last 
night. We are thereforo oblivious to the 
proceedings of the General Assembly yester- 
day. 

The train over the Jeffersonville and In- 
dianapolis Railroad, which connects at Sey- 
mour with the Ohio and Mississippi, by whii h 
we receive our Northern and Eastern mails, 
did not arrive until eleven o'clock last night, 
although due here at one o'clock yesteiday 
afternoon. A greater amount of snow had 
fallen in the interior of Indiana than hid 
fallen here, and it was only by the employ- 
ment of an extra number of locomotives that 
the trains could be propelled over the roads 
through Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois. 

The train over the New Albany and Salem 
Railroad, due before nine o'clock in the even- 
ing, had not arrived at one o'clock this morn- 
ing. 

The regular running arrangements over the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad were also 
interfered with, and there were no arrivals or 
departures by that thoroughfare. The train 
which left this city yesterday moruing had 
not arrived at Lebanon Junction at 6 o'clock 
last evening. 

There have been some trifling losses sus- 
tained by our citizens from the effects of the 
storm. Owing to the accumulation of snow 
upon the roof of the Nashville Railroad Depot, 
a portion of the structure gave way yesterday 
afternoon, and the timbers were precipitated 
below. Although there were fully forty per- 
sons employed in the building at the time, no 
one was injured. 

In like manner the roof upon a portion of 
the Pickett tobacco warehouse, the root ujion 
Peter Merkle s brewery, that upon Mr. 
O Hare's trunk manufactory, on Main street, 
and the roofs of several other buildings, were 
crushed in. We are gratified to learn that all 
these accidents were attended solely by a dam- 
age to property, and that uo loss of life was 
sustained. 

The oldest residents in our midst have no 
remembrance of a snow-storm of equal sever- 
ity and duration, and the end thereof is yet to 
be chronicled.

Troiblks in North Carolina. — Newbcm 
N. ('., Jan. 5, via Fortress Monroe, 8. — The 
returns of the Congressional election, held on 
the 1st inst., in four of the eleven counties of 
the Second District, come in quite slowly 
Later returns are more favorable to M r. Foster, 
the free-labor candidate, who received the 
solid vote of all the North Carolina Union sol- 
diers who are qualified electors. Inasmuch, 
however, as the oath ol allegiance was not ex 
acted of the voters, Gov. Stanly's candidate, 
Mr. Piggott, has doubtless received a consider- 
able majority in the district. Stephen F. Willis, 
an old and respected citizen of Beaufort, and 
a conservative Union man, received a Hatter 
ing vote in Carteret county. Hundreds of 
Unionists refrained from voting, and the entire 
vote will not reach 800. 

The impression generally prevails that Con- 
gress will not recognize the validity of the 
election, in consequence of the reception of 
many disloyal votes, which were received in 
accordance with the express instructions of 
the Military Governor.

Uipley, on Thursday morning last, were the 
2d Illinois cavalry and company O, 57lh Illi- 
nois infantry, also mounted, Li -ut.

The rebels were under Daw- 
on and in camp when Captain Moore 
sallied out upon them. We killed 8, wounded 
20, and look 40 prisoners, including one Major, 
two Captains, and one Lieutenant, forty 
horses were also taken, and a wagon load of 
grain. Only three were wounded of Captain 
Mobre's command. 

.Colonel Pride, who put the Memphis nnd 
Charleston Railroad in operation, has been 
relieved by General Webster, who on Satur- 
day entered upon his duties at Memphis as 
En7ineer-in-Chief'of the department. 

Major General Grant and staff were in Mem- 
phis; also General 0. G. Hamilton and statf 
anil General Quinby and staff. 

There was a rumor in the city that Corinth 
had been threatened, and that Gen. Ross' di- 
vision had been ordered there. Large rein- 
f m-ements, says the Bulb tin, are to b" fur- 
warded to Vicksburg. Part «■ late from Holly 
Springs report the place considerably injured 
by fire, and that a conflagration was in pro- 
gr<8t when they left. It is presumed the place 
is entirely destroyed before this. 

Later intelligence says the above is much 
exaggerated. Many fires were actually in 
progress, but the destruction of the town was 
probably not intended. Passengers arriving 
from that point say the place is to be evacua- 
ted. 

The rebel loss around Vicksburg from the 
shells of the gunboats and batteries is reported 
as five times as large as ours. It took them 
three days to bury their dead. 

There are no obstructions on the river below 
Helena. 

The battery at Cypress Bend has been de- 
stroyed. 

Gemr.il Gorman hud left Helena on a visit 

to the fleet. 

Movements in the vicinity of Helena may 

soon put a new face on affairs in that part of 

the country. The news is contraband. 

Two hundred and forty contrabands, men, 

women, and children, arrived here last night 

from Columbus. They are to go North for 

distribution as servants and laborers. 
< 

[Special despatch to the Cincinnati Gaxette.) 

Evansville, Jan. 14. 
The Atlantic passed up. The Government 
officials here had orders to stop and load her 
with forage for Nashville, but she slipped by 
and thus escaped them for once. 

The Mattie Cook has been sold to Morrir, 
Ranger, k Co., on private terms. She is in- 
tended for the Mississippi river trade between 
Cairo and Memphis, I believe. The Govern- 
ment has use for her in Green river at present, 
however. She left last night with troops for 
Bowling Green. 

Wc learn by despatches from Nashville of 
to-day that four boats of the fleet, with Gov- 
ernment stores, were burned at Harpeth Shoals 
bv t!.e rebels. The steamers May Duke and 
Atlanta are plying between Clarksville and 
Nashville, being the onlv boats that can get 
over the shoals, in the fleet. There were some 
fifieen or twenty boats below the shoals a few 
days since, but are transferring their freight to 
smaller boats. The rise in the. Cumberland 
must have gone down sooner than it rose, or 
there was some mistake in those reporting it 
rising so rapidly. 

Four of the prisoners brought here from 
Murfrecsboro' escaped from the boats while 
lying here, and were picked up to-day by the 
Provost Guard. They assign ns a reason for 
their escape that they did not desire to be sent 
lo Vicksburg for exchange, but wanted to 
take the oath of allegiance to the United 
Stales and return home. They belong in Lou- 
isville. They were lodged in jail until the 
will of Gen. Wright, iu reference to the dis- 
position of them, De obtained. 

Indianapolis, Jan. 14. 
Resolutions were introduced into the Senate 
to-day inquiring if an amendment of the Con- 
stitution was necessary to compel Senators to 
keep their seats; also to abolish the office of 
Attorney General. In the House a bill lo en- 
force the 13lh Article of the Constitution. It 
provides that no negro shall ever be allowed 
to come into the State; that all that have come 
in since 1851 shall depart; and thai if they 
don't get up and get out they shall be fined 
$500. 

The hall of the House was densely crowded 

to witness the election of U. S. Senators. 

The following State officers were elected: 
Agent of State, John C. Walker, of Laporte; 
President of the Board of the Sinking Fund, 
Washington 11. Talbott, of Marion; State Li- 
brarian. David Stevenson, of Marion. 

There being a slight muss in regard to State 
Printer, no further election wa3 held, and the 
oint convention adjourned sine die. 

Officers who have arrived here from Vicks- 
>urg, state that all of the severely wounded 
have been sent to Paducah, Ky ., anil St. Louis, 
Mo. They state their loss of killed, wound- 
ed, and missing at 1,900.

could be prevented. But every fall Yellow 
Jack came to laugh their arguments and 
proofs to scorn. > 

It now appears that the Editors and their 
learned contributors were right. With thou- 
sands of unacclimated soldiers in the city, 
wilh society more or less disorganized in con- 
sequence of ihe war — wilh the chances and 
causes of pestilence therefore more than doub-, 
led — the wise sanitary regulations ol General 
Butler preserved New Orleans, for the first 
time in many years, from the deadly fever, 
and proved to the world, and to the people of 
the city, that wilh proper regulations it is a3 
healthy in summer as in winter. 

By this Gen. Butler has added many mil- 
lions to the wealth of New Orleans and Lou- 
isiana. Of course, be had received in return 
nothing but curses, but hereafter, when the 
people want their city kept clear of the plague 
let them resolutely suppress Thugs and Seces- 
sionist* and appoint a live Massachusetts Yan- 
kee as their Health Officer.

Death of Gen. Albert C. Green.— Geo.. Al 
bert C. Green died at Providence, R. I., on 
Thursday last, in the list year of his age. For 
half a century he was prominent in the public 
councils and the bar. He was a son of 
Perry Greene, brother of General Nathaniel 
Greene, of the Revolutionary army, and lirst 
appeared in public lile as a member of the 
Khode Island Assembly, in 181. '>. He was at 
various times a member of the Rhode Island 
Senate, Speaker of the House of Kepresenta 
tives, aud Senator in Congress.

The distress in Lancafhire appears to have 
culminated. A perceptible decrees;- in the 
number of recipients of charity bus taken 
place, nnd it ; s hoped that the wor-t h.is been 
experienced. Tile Daily News argues, sensi- 
bly enough, that the true leuie'ly not only for 
present ills, hut against future contingent ies, 
is an extensive and well-organized m stem of 
emigration which shall send at lc-ist batfa mil- 
lion of operatives abrottd, tl ere lo become cus- 
tomers instead of bunions. Orlainly the 
statistics of the famine are had enough. At 
the lieginoing of November, 1861, (here were 
80,000 paupers on the hooks of the Unions in 
the cotton districts; at Ihe end there wcto 
67,000; by Christmas the number was 75,000; 
by the end of January it had amounted to 
92,000, and "February closed with a total of 
125,080.'' Then came a slight reaction, partly 
apparent, and explained by the sudden renew- 
al of employment at Liverpool after a long 
spell of east wind and consequent inactivity 
at the dock;, partly real, and due, perhaps, to 
the influence of the season. MM, tueclo-iog 
of mills one by one made ilself felt by a slow 
advance from M6,M0 la April to li7,000 in 
the third week of July. 

From this point the "periodical increment" 
is much grenter. The return for the lust week 
in ffnly was Ihe same as for the last week in 
February, viz.: 125,000; before the end of 
August there were I.M.Ooo, and hv Michaelmas 
174,000. In October the list was swelled by 
more than 10,000 fresh applicants per week, and 
in the hist week of that mouth there weie 227,- 
0i»0 personR in receipt of paru-h relief. Novem- 
ber brought no abalemeul, nnd in the third 
week the prodigious aggregate of 261,000 
had already been reached. Still higher num- 
bers were recorded for the two following 
weeks, bnt the rate of increase had begun to 
t-lacken, and by the time that the maximum of 
nearly 274.UOO was announced to the country, 
watchful observers thought tbey saw land. 
While the resubs of the last week of Novem- 
ber, show ing a decrease of more than 4,000, 
chiefly in the Burnley, lla-lingdcn, Oldham, 
anil Stockport Unions, took the public by sur- 
prise, there were those who could fairly take 
credit to themselves for having foreseen il. 
And the more sanguine thiuk that the tide of 
decrease has steadily Bet in. Neverttieless we 
believe that our contribution of food to the 
famished will be welcomed in the right spirit. 

The PirtATK Alabama— She ha* Probably 
left American Wat en. — An officer o'the navy 
informs tb« N. Y. Times, that, from certain 
information in bis possession, he is enabled lo 
state, somewhat reliably, that the pirate Ala- 
bama has gone, or will soon go, to the easlern 
hemisphere. Semmes s orders, according to 
the officer referred to, were "to do as he 
pleased;'' hut the hold priva'eer recently de- 
termined, it is said, to h ave the western hem- 
isphere when all our fastest cruisers would be 
concentrated there to chase him, and go to 
the North Atlantic or Indian Ucean. It was 
a great object of his to draw the Tuscarora and 
Kenrsage from Europe, for Ihe double purpose 
ot diminishing the sentinels watching block- 
ade runners and othtr privateers fitting out 
in British ports.

Washington are several of special interest to 
the public at large, viz: Specimens of good 
cotton from New Jersey, Indiana, and Illinois; 
onions seven inches in diameter and Irish po- 
tatoes weighing two pounds from Colorado 
Territory; black oats from Sweden, which are 
to be distributed for cultivation in this coun- 
try; aud also a great variety of samples of 
sugar grown in the Northern States.

V irginia cauipugn ol last m miner, his servi- 
ces were approved by the public, by Jiis broth- 
ers in arms, and signally acknowledged by 
the President; if these facts are true of myself, 
then I mj.y well be excused for proudly in- 
voking them as an answer to the false and 
groundless imputations upon my duty aud 
honor as a citizen and a soldier. 

What h is beeu my history ? First, 1 served 
— then being a mere youth— in the Mexican 
war, throughout the resplendent campaign of 
Lieutenant- General Scott, and was actively 
eng iged in the several battles of Vera Cruz, 
Goatrens,, MoUnodel Key, Chapnltepec, and 
the City of Mexico. 1 entered on'that service 
as brevet second lieutenant ol the Itb regiment 
of artillery, and was breveted captain for dis- 
tinguished services in tho battle of Molino del 
Key, and as major for like service in the battle 
ut the City of Mexico. 

Second — In February, 1861, I was ordered 
by the then Secretary of War, Mr. Holt, your 
Judge-Advocate, to proceed to Texas for the 
purpose of withdrawing as many of the troops 
of the United Stites as 1 could from that State, 
and thereby counteracting, as far u3 possible, 
the effect of the then recent unexampled, and 
base treachery of General Twigg3. Amidst 
great difficulties and much personal peril, I 
succeeded in rescuing seven companies, in all 
live hundred men, and in posting two of them 
nt Tortugos, two at Key West, and taking 
three to Rew York. The whole duty was per- 
formed to the perfect satisfaction of the De- 
partment. 

Third— In May, 18U1, I was commissioned 
ns Colonel in the regular army, and in August 
a Brigadier-General of volunteers, and after- 
ward served throughout the Peninsula cam- 
paigns nnder Major-General MeClellan; at 
the siege of Yorktown he constituted me di- 
rector of the siege; in the battle at Hanover 
Court- House, I commanded a corpi, now tho 
Fifth corpi of the army of the Potomac, in- 
cluding all the regulars. In the battle of 
Gaines s Mill, my command being about 27'Ki i, 
I lost in killed, wounded, and missing, nine 
thousand men, a fact which tells the severity 
of llie conflict. In the battle of Malvern Hill, 
a site selected by myself the day before the 
fearful and last struggle with ray own corps, 
which was joined by the commands of Sum- 
ner, HeiaUfllmin, and Couch, each of whom 
engaged in the tight, or cheerfully rendered 
me every assistance in their power, amounting 
in the aggregate to some eigh e n thousand 
men, through the skill and gallantry ol my 
otticers, ana the indomitable bravery of my 
troops, 1 succeeded in repulsing, and with 
slaughter unexampled in any modern battle, 
long continued, desperate, and most gallant 
assaults of from tuirty to forty thousand of 
the enemy — evidently as brave soldiers as ever 
trod the battle-field. 

For my services at Hanover Court-House I 
received tho recommendations of my chief for 
brevet of brigadier-general in the regular army, 
an I the like recommendation for services at 
Gaines's Mills, the brevet of major-gene al iu 
the regular army; this recommendation is 
dated the 1Kb of July, ltS02, aud is as follows: 
HK&ogUAItTBIlS Army op the Potomac, 1 

Cami' -vkaii Hahrison 1 Bah, July U, 'G'i. | 
To Hon. Edwin M. Stanton, Secretary of H'nr: 

The energy, ability, and good conduct dis- 
played throughout the eventful period of this 
campaign, through which we have passed, by 
Brig. Gen. Fitz John Porter deserves Hie 
marked notice of the Kxecutive ami the na- 
tion. From the very commencement, his un- 
wearied assiduity in his various duties, the 
intelligent and efficacious assistance which he 
has rendered me under all circumstances, his 
skilful management of his command on the 
inarch, in the siege, or on the lield of battle, 
and his chivalric and soldierly liearing under 
lire, have combined to render him conspicuous 
among the many faithful and gallant spirits of 
this army. I respectfully, therefore, recom- 
mend that Brig. (ien. Fitz John Porter receive 
the brevet of brigadier-general in the regular 
army for the battle of Hanover Court-I louse, 
May 27, ami the brevet of major-general in the 
regular army for the battle of Gaines's MUto, 
June ii. 1 have the honor to be, very respect- 
fullv, your obedient servant,

P. S — If there was another grade to add, 
I would ask it for the battle of Malvern II ill. 
The latter eclipses in its result any other en- 
gagement in the campaign, and' too much 
credit cannot be given to Gen. Porter for his 
skill and gallantry on that occasion. If there 
be any vacancy among the general officers in 
the regular army 1 ask one for him. I saw 
myself the disposition he made ol his men, 
and the gallauliy he displayed. 1 do not 
speak from heresay, but from personal obser- 
vation. Would llial the country had more 
general odicers like bin.

Prior to the receipt by the Honorable Secre- 
tary of War of this letter, 1 had, unsolicited, 
beeu promoted by the President a Major-Gen- 
eral of Volunteers and a Brevet.Briga lier- 
Gencral in the regular army. 

May I not confidently refer to this testimo- 
nial ns of itself u confutation of calumnies 
with which reckless ignorance or interested 
malice have for mouths endeavored to till the 
public ear ? 

Traitor to my country I When did treason 
60 endeavor to maiutaiu the authority of the 
government? 

Traitor to my country! When did treason 
to labor and peril life to rescue it from de- 
struction? 

Traitor to my country! Indifferent to the 
honor of its flag! Gratifying a MipfMM per- 
sonal dislike, regardless of the safety and re|>- 
iitalion of the men entrusted to my command, 
and who had followed me, and apparently 
with even increased confidence, through a ter- 
rific ordeal — through the fire of battles, unpar- 
alleled in fierceness, fury, and mortality. 

Life — what is it to the soldier who is false 
to his Hag and country 7 Life — what will be 
its value to the soldier with a Hag dishonored, 
a country lost ? May God avert such a ca- 
lamity. 

Who would wish to survive to witness the 
flag of his country trailed in the dust, its rep- 
utation anc its |K>wer broken, the people sepa- 
rated into fragments, their fraternal affections 
converted into bitter hate, and the causes of 
constitutional freedom itself forages it notfor- 
ever extinguished. 

If the charge had not assumed the solemn 
form that has been given to it, it would be 
received everywhere where my whole con- 
duct is known, U3 ludicrous, false, or the 
creation of a morbid or distempered brain. 

Without assuming to myself a purer patri- 
otism than animates the soldiers of the 
Union, I say fearlessly that none, no not one, 
loves our Union with a stronger, holier love 
than I do. 

There is nothinff in the future, as there has 
been nothing in the past, that I could not and 
would not gladly do to achieve the victory 
over its enemies, and to bind up all the wounds 
under which it uow bleeds. 

As far as one arm and the aspirations of 
one heart may be exerted to avert so dire a 
calamity, mine will be used to the last mo- 
ment ol my life. 

I live now, amid whatever discouragements 
surround us and through the gloom which 
they cause, cheered only by the anticipation 
that all will yet be well; that the Union will 
emerge from its present danger even stronger 
than ever for the trials through which it is 
passing; that it will be ours once more to be 
proud that we are a strong and united people, 
and to glory in the thought that our country 
shall again serve to light the world by the ef- 
fulgence of its example.

Dn. Livixustonk's Warlike Oi-kiiatiom ix 
A erica - -The Oxford and Cambridge Mission 
in Africa is a religious enterprise which was 
art on foot by tbe two English Universities 
whose name it bears. Dr. Livingstone, the 
celebrated African explorer, and a clergyman 
as well, is at the head of it. Not content, 
however, with the effort to propagate Chris- j 
li.mil v among the savage trilies of the /.am- | 
besC lb. Livingstone and hb) co-laborers have 
tried iheir hand at war — infected, perhaps, by 
the prevailing tendency to commotion. 

A curious letter from n clergyman, who 
hcloug3 to this band of missionaries — one 
Itcv. II. Rowley— appears in th" last London 
papers. Mr. Rowley tells us how Dr. Living- 
stone and the missionaries in nil company 
name to lay down the Bible for the sword, the 
Psalter for the biyonet, and he also tells us 
how terribly the mission people were whipped 
by the blacks against whom they marched. 

It appears that Dr. Livingstone led the mis- 
sion party to the highlands, and on the way 
fell in with several companies of slavo-dealers 
and released their captives. After a number 
of encounters of t his character the slave-dealers 
grew angry and resented Livingstone's inter- 
ference by' force of arms. "A somewhat des- 
perate fight,'' says Mr. Rowley, "took place 
with a body of Ajawa, who had invaded Man- 
ganja territory, and were destroying villages 
ami murdering and making captive the Man- 
ganja. The fear of the Ajawa was so great 
upon the Kaoffaqj* that the districts south of 
Zoraba were denuded of people — the fugitives 
flying by hundreds." These Ajawa baling 
inspired such a degree of terror in the minds 
of the Manganja tint they feared extermina- 
tion, the missionaries were besought to re- 
main with them, and Dr. Livingstone prom- 
ised to do so, "in order to give confidence 10 
the people. 11 The missionaries were now fairly 
in for a share of the war between the rival 
tribes. Dr. Livingstone ami his party took up 
their residence in the Manganja, a village of 
Magoinera, and were at once beset by a miilti- i 
tide of applications from the chiefs to go out 
against their enemies. Mr. Rowley gives the | 
upshot of the affair as follows: 

"The depredations o' these bodies of Ajawa 
were as great a3 those attacked under Liv- 
ingstone s direction. I say 'attacked under 
Livingstone's direction,' advisedly, because I 
believe he now blames us for our after pro- 
ceedings — proceedings which were but the 
fulfilment of his programme, the inevitable 
sequence of his advice and deeds. From the 
moment he commenced the release of slaves, 
his course was one of aggression. He hunted 
for slaving parties in every direction, and 
when he heard of the Ajawa making captives 
in order to sell to the siavers, he went de- 
signedly iu Bearch of them, and intended to 
take their captives from them by force if need- 
ful. It is true that when he came upon them 
he found them to be a more potent body tout 
he expected, and had they not fired first he 
might have withdrawn; hut had he done so, it 
would have been from prudence, not principle, 
for when searching for them hi3 men entered 
into every place where they were supposed to 
be, firing their guns aud makiug every kind 
of warlike demonstration. 

"His parting words to the chiefs assembled 
at Magoinera, just before he left, gave no evi- 
dence of the purely defensive policy he, I be- 
lieve, now claims for himself. Speaking of 
himself and us, he said to this effect: 'You 
have hitherto seen us only fighting men, but 
it is not in such a character we wish you to 
know us. My brothers who will remain at 
Magomera wish to teach you about the great 
God — the good Father of us all — and they 
will make Magomera a strong place, to which 
those who arc afraid may Hy. I do not t'tiiik. 
the Ajawa will again trouble you; the les- 
son we have given them will keep them 
ipiict; but should they do as they have done, I 
shall be up here again soon, nnd then they 
must be looked after om e more.' 

The misrepresentations ot these barbarians 
involved the missionaries in a bloody combat, 
With which tho question of slave-dealing had 
no connection whatever. Mr. Rowley con- 
fesses it: 

"Up to the day of our leaving Magomera we 
were receiving continual visits from chiefs 
from all quarters; their object being the 
same— u> beg us to go against the Ajawa in 
their respective neighborhoods. They all de- 
clared that the Ajawa had been guilty of the 
horrid work for which we went against them ; 
but they told uot the truth. We never could 
get a single instance substantiated. Of 
course, we steadily refused to go to waragaiu; 
and, as the Ajawa seem to be as much afraid 
of us as the Manganja are of them, we hoped 
that our presence in the land would keep 
them quiet; aud so I think it would have 
done had it not been for the conduct o( the 
Manganja toward them during tho past five 
months. 

• * "Unable to defend themselves in war, 
they seem also unable lo pursue other than 
a provoking poller in time of peace. We dis- 
covered that during the months of the rainy 
season they had killed nnd made captive many 
Individual Ajawa Who lived in detached vil- 
lages, and that, assuming our name, thev bad 
done many other reprehensible deeds. ' 

The end of it all was that after having fought 
in the wrong cause, tbe mission was obliged to 
move from the scene of its martial operations to 
a village on the Shire river, upon which Dr. 
Livingstone, who hail set the example of re- 
sort to the sword, and had hunted and shot 
down slaving parties, wrote to Sir T. Maclean 
expressing his regret that the missionaries 
"had turned tail." 

The result of these performances will proba- 
bly teach Dr. Livingstone the lesson set lorth 
in the old proverb, which says that "the shoe- 
maker should stick to his last."

New York, Jan. 15.

Thi Vicksrurc. Affair. — Another disaster 
claims our attention. It is much the samaoM 
story; but, because it has become familiar, it 
is not on that account th" more comfortable. 
We again have the satisfaction of knowing 
that our men fought gallantly; hut this is only 
slight compensation for the fact that they 
died vainly. This last affair, perhaps, exhib- 
its, all things considered, a more lamentable 
record of blunders than any other of the war, 
numerous as such chapters uave become. We 
cannot avoid the conclusion that the expedi- 
tion was undertaken with a very inadequate 
knowledge of the character of the enemy to 
be encountete 1 and the position he held. It Is 
more than likely that much of its ill luck is 
attributable to pure accident, but more, wc 
incline to believe, to a want of a proper un- 
derstanding of the work which was to be 
performed, and a general course of misman- 
agement. The sending of the boats contain- 
ing nearly the whole of so necessary an article 
as coal without the convoy of a gunboat, 
and thus incurring th? risk of their falliug 
into the hands of the enemy, as proved to be 
the result, must be set down to carelessness or 
a waut of sagacity. The failure of co-opera- 
tion from the Hect and forces of F'arragut aud 
Banks from below, which Sherman probably 
had a right to expect, is not to be set down to 
the mismanagement of either party, but lo 
circumstances beyond their control. But to 
make the attempt with the force he had, upon 
an enemy as numerous ns his own, if not more 
so, strongly fortified behind works which had 
been building for more than a year, and when 
his guuboats «ere powerless for want of fuel, 
argue a reckless disregard of common pru- 
dence on the part of General Sherman and his 
advisers. When the attack was made it seems 
to have been conducted witha daring amount- 
ing to rashness, and resulted, as a prudent Gen- 
eral might probably have foreseen, in a bloody 
repulse. 

Then, as if everything had been done which 
could be done, Sherman crowds his surviving 
forces upon his transports and hurried I v abat° 
dons the scene of his failure. We profess lit- 
tle knowledge of such matters, beyond what 
| might b? expected to belong to every careful 
observer but lo us the conclusion appears irre- 
sistible that when Gen. Sherman found him- 
self in front of the enemy, disappointed iu the 
co-operation of his expected supports, and 
crippled in bis resouces of attack, the mani- 
festly true policy was to take a strong posi- 
tion and await the coming of reinforcements 
and the repairing of mistakes, meanwhile 
giving the enemy all the annoyance in his 
power. The contrary course, which was pur- 
sued, must be set down, with lights we uow 
have, to a want of generaMiip. 

What will be the result of the failure ? 
everybody now asks. Simply delay, we pre- 
sume. The grand object of the expedition 
cannot be abandoned. There is a power be- 
hind the throne in the people of the Northwest 
which will never permit the government to 
turn its attention trom the work of clearing 
out the Mississippi. Nobody knows this bet- 
ter than the powers that be, and hence we 
may again, in a short time, look for a repeti- 
tion of the attempt upon a grander scale, and 
under more competent management. Tempo- 
rary delay and disaster in a w ar of the magni- 
tude of the one we are engaged in, is no real 
occasion for discouragement. Little reason 
particularly have we of the West to 
lose heart at the occurrence of a re- 
verse which involves a disaster no 
grtater, coming as it does -.pott the 
heels of Murfrecsboro and Prairie (irove, and 
standing almost alone beside a brilliant suc- 
cession of victories won by Western valor. 
We must remeoiber, too, that we, the people, 
are not entirely blameless in this allair. Our 
impatience has doubtless had something lo do 
in urging on our officers in command to under- 
take the most difficult task of opening the 
Mi-sissippi before all needful preparations 
could be made. While wecannot avoid deep! v 
regretting the whole affair, and sorrowing over 
the loss of many brave and true men— how- 
many we cannot yet tell — may we not hop» 
that this temmrary defeat will prove valuable 
in teaching both our Generate and ourselves 
lessons which both we and they should learn?

Terrible Epidemic at Plymouth, Indiana. 
A terrible epidemic has broken out in Plym- 
outh, Indiana, completely baffling all efforts of 
the local physicians, and carrying off every 
patient in a few hours. There are no symp- 
toms indicating its approach. The patient is 
attacked with a chill, and thinks be has an 
attack of the ague; but, as soon as the chill is 
over, the pa'.ieul sinks into a stupor, from 
which be rarely revives. 

The mu-cles are rigid; the pupil of the eye 
i3 insensible either lo light or touch; the sur- 
face of the body is extremely tender aud sen- 
sitive; the head is drawn back, the jaws are 
fixed, and the breath is drawn forcibly, witha 
hissing sound, as if by great effort, through 
the closed teeth; the patient is blind and deaf. 
In children the stupor is very liable to be 
broken by frequent convulsions. 

During the stupor large black spots, many 
of tbem raised up like blisters, appear on the 
body and lini!»s, the patient usually dying in 
from two to lour hours: In some rare cases 
the patient lingers along for days, in a species 
of low typhoid fever, accompanied by blind- 
ness, deafness, paralysis of the extremities, 
Ac In some cases the patient revives from the 
stupor, feeling so well as to believe himself 
convalescent, but, in the course of an hour or 
two, is seized with a terrible delirium, termi- 
nating in coma (a stupor: and death. 

The local physician!, Bnding aU their efforts 
to check the epidemic uuavail.ng, Dr J. Adams 
Allen, of the Rush Medical College, of this 
city, was called, who recognized the disease 
as certbro tpinul meningitis, a disease which 
appeared first in New York aud New Eng- 
land during the war of 1812-14, carrying 
off many of the American soldiers; nnd iu 
Virginia, in the most fearful form, in 1822. 
This disease appeared in .Michigan during the 
winter of lf*48-'.i, and was known as the spot- 
ted fever, or s[>olted death. 

It commenced in Katattazop, where it was 
the most severe, but raged terribly iu Lansing, 
Grand Rapids, Cold water, and other portions 
of the Slate. As the result of his observations 
at that lime, Dr. Adams recoiumeuded stimu- 
lants lo the surface, tincture of cantharnles 
internally, and concentrated nutriment, such 
as essence of beef and egg nog, all the patient 
will lake. This treatment is working well at 
Plymouth now. 

This disease leaves the patient in a typhoid 
fever, and very low, and liable to loss ot'6ight 
or hearing, and paralysis, upon recovery.

Orchard Cultuhr. — In a late number we 
gave a portion ot'an interesting paper present- 
ed hy .'. A. Warder, of this county, at the last 
meeting of the American Pomological Socie- 
ty, on "Orchard Culture in the West." Our 
former extracts were confined to the treatment 
oT trees tne first five or six year-' after planting, 
and we now give a section on the after culture 
of orchard trees: 

"When the orchard has acquired a sufficient 
growth, and assumes its condition of maturi- 
ty and fruit- beariug, it no longer so impera- 
tively requires to be cultivated, and it is some- 
what belter if let alone; having been laid down 
to clover, orjclover and orchard gross, it should 
be made use of as a bog-walk. No other 
stock should ever be permitted to pet hoof 
upon the soil appropriated to the orchard. The 
swine alone should be allowed to pasture it, 
nnd to consume the fallen fruit; thus destroy- 
ing immense numbers of insects, they " iil 
keep these pests in check. They will distrib- 
ute their droppings over the surface, and they 
may even be allowed to root in the soil, ta 
some extent, with their snouts. Should" - Is 
make their appearance, they may be mowed 
and left on th- ground, or thrown about the 
trees as a mulch; but, with the close planting 
that is now generally recommended, an d 
sometimes practised, and with the lo .v-headeil 
trees that are so very much preferred by all 
who have had an opportunity of DbserHnR 
their advantages, there is really little space 
left for any crop among the trees except grass, 
and this will scarcely grow beneath them, in 
the thick shade of their depending boughs. 

"Shall an old orchard ever be ploughed? is 
a question often asked by those who hnve 
neglected their trees, or who have fallen heirs 
to orchards of tbe old style, with tall trunks 
and long naked branches, furnished only with 
a brush of decrepit spray at their extremities, 
while their roots are starved beneath an old 
sod that has been tramped and pastured for 
years. Under these circumstances, the tree3 
producing an excess of blossoms nnd fruit, 
having ceased to make any thrifty wood- 
growth, may need a thorough cultivation, as 
weU OS a severe pruning to invite a reproduction 
ofheilthy wood and foliage. The damage that 
ensues from breaking the roots is then more 
than overbalanced, by the renewed v igor 
that ensues. A thorough pruning, removing 
the dead limbs, and thinning out those that 
are too close, scarifying the bark, and wash- 
ing the stems with an alkaline solution, will 
iusure tbe rejuvenescence of the trees,' which 
are then able to push forth new roots « here 
the plough had broken the old ones. And with 
these adjuvants, and with the application of 
lime, the breaking up and after cultivation of 
the soil will be of Hie greatest advantage to 
the old orchard. Still, it is a question whether 
it be not better to avoid the necessity for this 
treatment; and it is believed that by a suita- 
ble course, this necessity may be obviated. 

"The proper cultivation of the young trees 
does not materially injure the roots, and it 
preserves the soil in n condition most favora- 
ble for their renewal. In an orchard that has 
been thus cultivated, there will always be a 
system of roots at a depth below the influence 
of the plough; these nre permanent. If, on the 
contrary, by mulching or otherwise, the roots 
have been brought very near the surface, the 
thorough ploughing may seriously injure tbe 
trees by too much breaking And tearing of 
the3e important organs; here, ns in other cases, 
the less of two evils must be chosen, nor can 
j there be any question as to the propriety of 
' ploughing in the condition supposed above, that 
of an orchard showing signs of decrepitude 
from neglect of pruning and want of proper 
care of trees, with a grass-bound surface of the 
soil beneath tbem, and hard mossy bark, so 
that thev are well styled hide-bound. The 
condition of a thickly planted nnd well-grown 
orchard, with low heads, slmding the ground, 
and mulched with the decaying grAss and 
leaves, is more like that of the primeval forest, 
and such trees mAy be allowed to continue for 
many years without ploughing; indeed, it may 
be doubted whether, if occasionally lined, 
they be not really belter without this dis- 
turbance of their roots.''

Axni al Report ok the U. S. Mist. — This 
report for the year ending June SO, 1861, has 
just been published. It states that the quan- 
tity of money coiued in this country last year, 
though large, has not been equal to that of the 
preceding year. Various and obviou3 circum- 
stances limited the supply of the precious 
metals since the wnr commenced. The report 
shows that the total of precious metals coined 
during the year has been $i;.">,il.':t,iijH ot>, of 
which #(jl,G7o,57ti 55 was of gold, and 
231,uai 51 of silver; Sllij.uOi) in nickel cents 
have also been issued. 

The chief part of the Mint deposits have 
been the product of the United Htates mines. 
They yielded last year $30,'J7G,5y3 24 in gold, 
and £1,032,964 |j in silver. The Tike's Peak 
And Washoe mines Are increasing fast, and are 
in a promising condition. Oregon gives $883,- 
205 against -■?."{, 1 H 1 the previous year, and the 
yield of bolh gold and silver in Nevada has 
been great, aud will lye largclv augmented. A 
large increase of gold from WAshington Ter- 
ritory is also expected. 

In order to reobtAin small silver coin for 
circulation, for which the present paper is a 
poor substitute, the Director proposes reducing 
the weight of half dime3, dimes, and quarters 
to three ! (bertha of their present standard, and 
considers that they would be equally accepta- 
ble to the public with the nickel cent, which 
costs tbe Government scarcely half of the sum 
it represents. 

RoimitiHEs ix the White Hocsk — So many 
depredations have been committed in the 
tlrecn Room and Ean Room of the executive 
mansion at Washington, that Mr. Train, 
Chairman of the Committee on Public Build- 
ings, moved to-day in the House an appro- 
priation for a watchman to guard these prem- 
ises against the raids of unscrupulous visitors. 
From the statement made by Mr. Train, it ap- 
pears that some rich wainscoat patterns have 
been cut from the damask curtains of the 
White House and rich ornaments carried off, 
and that the character of the people who in- 
habit Washington since the commencement of 
tbe war is such that more vigilance ii neces- 
sary ia guarding property. The Hoqic did 
not agree, to the appropriation.
